The Co-Operative Associations Act 

By M. Eliasson 

In the April 1 issue of the Scandinavian Centre News we 
found through study the responsibility of the share-holder- 
member in the co-operative. We also found out to what ex¬ 
tent the individual member is liable in regard to any commit¬ 
ments made by the association. At this time it may be pos¬ 
sible to dispel an erroneous conception generally accepted, 
that any money paid on the purchase of shares in a co-opera¬ 
tive is a gift, or a form of donation. Someone will say, “Well 
I know I’ll never see the money again, but I’ll buy a share 
just to show that my heart is in the right place”. While we 
appreciate these sentiments, it is most important to all con¬ 
cerned that co-operation by the individual is brought about 
within the framework of legal terms, which should be fully 
understood. 

Section No. 18, parts 1 to 7 of the Act tells us that the 
members share certificates are recorded as valuable assets 
in the books of the co-operative, and that the directors will 
arrange to transfer or dispose of these assets in accordance 
with the wish of the member. 

SFCTION NO. 18. — DISPOSAL OF SHARES OF MEMBER 
UPON HIS DECEASE 

1. A member, not being under the age of sixteen years 
may bj/ writing under his hand delivered at or sent to the 
head office of the association, but not otherwise, fa) nominate 
(1) his spouse, father, mother, child, sister, brother, nephew 
or niece, or (2) any person not being an officer or servant 
of the association as the person to whom the shares of the 
mem her in the association shall be transferred at his decease 
and (b) revoke or vary the nomination from time to time. 

2. Each association shall keep a book wherein the names 
of pp'-so^s so nominated shall be regularly entered. 

3. Notwithstanding a provision in the by-laws of the 
association .that its shares are not generally transferable 
shares affected by the entrv in the book mentioned in sub¬ 
division (2) are transferable to the person nominated to-re¬ 
ceive the same, and on receiving satisfactory proof of the 
death of a nominator the directors shall (a) either transfer 
the shares in the manner directed by the nomination, or (b) 
at their ontion pay to a person entitled thereunder the full 
value of his interest in the shares. 

4. If a member of an association entitled at his death 
to an interest in the association dies intestate, and without 
having made a nomination under this Act that remains un¬ 
revoked at his death, the interest shall be transferred or paid 
by the directors to or among the persons who appear to a 
majority of the directors, upon such evidence as they may 
deem satisfactory, to be entitled by law to receive it. 

5. FOR THE PURPOSES OF SUBSECTION (4) IT IS 
NOT NECESSARY FOR LETTERS OF ADMINISTRATION 
OF THE ESTATE OF THE DECEASED MEMBER TO BE 
OBTAINED OR PRODUCED TO THE DIRECTORS.

The World League of Norsemen 
is an association of men and women 
of Norwegian descent throughout 
the world. Its objective is to 1 
strengthen the ties between Nor- I 
wegians at home a.nd abroad and to ! 
further Norwegian interests every- i 
where. 

The league was founded on June | 
21, 1907 by Norway’-s most respect- j 
ed citizens including Roald Aniund- j 
sen, Edvard Grieg, Bjorstjerne i 
Bjornson, Gimnar Knudtsen, and! 
J. L. Mowinckel. Since its founda¬ 
tion, the league has included in its 
board directors such men as Carl 
Berner, Dr. F. G. Gate, F. J. Ham- j- 
bro and Didrik Arupseip, and at j 
the present time Professor Jacob 
S WormMUller is its president. 
Prior to his death, King Haakon 
was the patron and the present 
patron is King Olav. 

The league maintains its head¬ 
quarters in Oslo and has local 
chapters and representatives in 
most countries. As part of its 
effort to strengthen the feeling- of 
kinship between all men and 
women of Norwegian descent 
wherever they are, the league pub¬ 
lishes a monthly magazine with 
news of Norwegians and their 
descendants abroad and of develop¬ 
ments within Norway. 

The league also offers travel 
service free of charge to its 
members,,,.- JVherever they live 
members of Normanns-Forbundet 
may write to the home office for 
trips to Norway and all over 
Europe. , Itineraries will be plan¬ 
ned and all reservations will be 
taken care of by the home office 
in co-operation with one of the 
leading travel bureaus in Norway 

As a free service to its members, 
the league is willing to purchase on 
behalf of overseas members, any 
articles which they would require 
from Norway. Its own book ser¬ 
vice makes it possible to transmit 
books free of postage all over the 
world. Color slides can be ordered 
by a catalogue which can be mailed 
free of postage, on. request. 

The league is instrumental in 
maintaining contact between the [ 
emigrant and< his old country, and 
is giving g-uidance and practical 
help to those leaving the country 
@r coming home. 

Noi'wegians who have emigrated, j 


men and women of N orwegt'an 
descent everywhere, are always 
assured of a warm welcome in “the 
old country”. 

. The Christmas tiding that Nor¬ 
wegians, around the world are con¬ 
stantly appreciating is the league's 
Christmas magazine. Year after 
year the issue has been increas¬ 
ing, and last year there were 
50,000 sold long before Christmas. 

The league has, in all its yea.rs|j 
worked to further the understand¬ 
ing between Norwegians at home 
and abroad by sending out lec¬ 
turers and concert tours in Nor¬ 
way and other countries. With the 
help of the emigrant museums, 
exhibitions, publications, and con¬ 
stantly by increasing the archive 
■material, the league is accumulat¬ 
ing the history of the emigrant. 

The local chapter of the League 
of Norsemen was founded in Ed¬ 
monton in February, 1959, . and 
since then the membership has 
steadily increased. In the past, 
monthly meetings open to all Nor¬ 
wegians have been held, and this 
will continue in the future, start¬ 
ing this fall. jC

The spring' drive for the World 
Refugee Year got under way 
throughout Norway on April 7, 
hacked by some 900 local commit¬ 
tees. On the same day, two special 
Refugee Year stamps were issued 
by the Norwegian Post Office, with 
the 25 ore surcharge for each 
stamp going to U.N. Refugee op¬ 
erations. The Norwegian Refugee 
Council is sponsoring two mobile 
fun fair tours to raise funds for 
tlie World Refugee Year. Moreover, 
proceeds from trotting events at 
lijerke horse racing track, April 
27, will go for the same purpose. 
The campaign will be brought’ to 
a close with a week-long radio ap¬ 
peal from June 24 to July 1. 

On the eve of the spring cam¬ 
paign, the Norwegian Refugee 
Council disclosed that 104 addi¬ 
tional refugees, mostly .physically 
handicapped persons from camps 
in Austria, will be admitted to 
Norway during the next months, 
as soon as housing accommoda¬ 
tions can be provided. Norway 
contributed Kr. 4.2 million towards

i 12 million collected in the fall 
j drive for the World Refugee Year 
J has yet to be allocated by. the Re- 
i fugee Council.

j tion, as proposed,by the Govern¬ 
ment. On a per capita basis, Nor¬ 
wegian . contributions are well 
ahead of any other nation.

GARDEN and HOUSEHOLD HINTS 


Also fill cracks with wood putty 
or plastic wood, and be sure it is 
sandpapered down before painting. 
Before applying the paint be sure 
flie wood is real dry. First give it 
a coat of enamel undercoater. 
When this is dry, sand lightly, dust 
and then apply two coats of good 
porch enamel. 


VEGETABLES — Time now to 
prepare the ground for planting 
early vegetables. Clean refuse 
from the surface of the patch and 
start the work of digging and 
manuring as soon as the ground 
is workable. Use plenty of well- 
rotted barnyard manure, if' ob¬ 
tainable, as this will add humus 
to the soil, 

DAHLIAS — Plant dahlias to¬ 
ward the end of May, or as soon 
as danger of _ night frost is past. 
Plant six inches below the sur¬ 
face and cover at first with only 
two or three inches of soil. Fill 
in as growth proceeds. 

•GLADIOLI — If the ground has 
warmed up .make the first plant¬ 
ing of gladioli about the middle of 
the month, and leave adjacent 
spaces or rows for successive 
plantings until after the middle of 
June. 

PEONIES — When planting 
peonies, an important thing to re¬ 
member is that the best time to 
plant them is usually late summer 
or early fall when they are dor¬ 
mant. Though, sometimes spring 
planting is just as successful. 

Another important point is to 
prepare the soil well before plant¬ 
ing the roots ,since they will stay 
in that same place for years. After 
making a big hole and adding 
humus and fertilizer mixed with 
good soil, plant the roots so that 
the “eyes” will be just two inches 
below the surface. 

Usually the peonies don’t bloom 
first year, but they should bloom 
during the second or third year if 
they have not been planted too 
deep. 

WINDOW BOXES AND VER¬ 
ANDAH URNS — These can be 
prepared in late May when weather 
is warmer. Among the favorite 
flowers for planting in window 
boxes and pots for outdoors are 
are geraniums, petunia, double or 
single, dwarf marigolds, trailing 
lobelia, phlox, portulaea, verbena, 
candytuft, pinks, stocks and nas- 
turitium. 

SWEET PEAS — Right now is 
the time to plant your sweet pea 
seeds in your garden. Plant the 
seed an inch apart as some-may not 


germinate. When they are all up 
you can thin out and transplant 
to places where they came up thin. 
Plant in a trench with rotted 
manure mixed with the soil. Cover 
the seed shallow at first and fill 
in with soil as they grow. A good 
soaking with warm water often 
will promote growth. 

PAINTING PORCHES AND 
STOOPS — When the paint on 
porches or stoops becomes worn 
and cracked the best thing to do is 
take it off and get the wood smooth 
again. This can be done by hand 
with a liquid paint remover, a wood 
scraper and sandpaper or an elec¬ 
tric sander. Check to sea that all 
boards are securely nailed, or if 
there are loose nails, put a new 
nail beside the old nail-hole and 
fill the old hole with wood putty.
